fit the people at all; and if they turn not to the light to wait for 
G d to deftroy the {eli-priding [piris in tae gifted man, that the 
birth may reign that makes (elt of no reputation, but they abide 
where they are to feed of the tree of knowledge, of gondand 
evil, from whence riſes ft1ife and conteations, then {hal] they aſ- 
ſured!y periſh as the glory of the flower of che field, and be con- 
ſumed as the withering grafc, and ſhall be extinguiſhed as the 
wa:dering Stars, Which fa!l down to the Earth, whoſe luſter and 
glory (hall be ſeen no more; f:r the Lord will dry up the tongue 
of the Eziptzmn fea, and all intruding births that offer up a ſacri= 
Ecebeforethe Lord, which burdeas the Chijdren of the Royal 
ſeed : what is before written it ſhail come upon them, the mouth 
of the Lord hath ſpoken it to my great joy. And all you dear 
Lambs of the Lord God Almighty, who delights to hear the 
living voice of the ſpiiit of the moſt high God amonglt his people, 
that (Oo you may have the bread of lite broken to you for which 
you hunger, and until] you have it, your ſorrows is known unto 
the Lord, &c. and to with-aold you from the enjoyment of what

of the deſolate Widdow ; and an entertainer of the ſtranger ; 
in his great diſtreſſes ; anda Father he will be, to che immorcal 
birth, that hath no comfort, bur in his preſence; therefore l be- 
ſeech you, and dearly eatreat you, who hath any (eniubleneſs up- 
on your ſpirits, of the need of the help of the Lord, our God: 
Oh ſtand not at a diſtance, in unbelief; oh be perſwaded to com- 


mit your ſouls and bodies to the orderings of the Lord Jefus ; 


where your helpis laid up for you, and all that truly wait and be- 
lieve in his Light, and Lite, ſhall ſee, the Windowes of Heaven 
opened; and the Siuces of the River of pleaſure drawn; and

of the Lord,or 11 your own Famiiies you are to be faithful, for the 
leaſt mite uf the returns of his own {pirit is acceptable to him, {o 
every one mi:iſtzr according to the aboundings of the manifold 
Grace of God, and jet not any from Chis liberty be haſty co utter 
words before the Lord, leaſt they be found intruders, . and have 
their reward with them as1s before written in this Epiſtle, who 
are thetroublers of the Heiitage of God where ever they come, 
yet nctwithitanding what they do; let not the dear Children of 
the Lord be unfaithtul when you are moved in the forciblepower 
of the Word of the Lord, which is as a fire and a hammer that 
breaks the Rocks in pieces , and layes all in the duſt before the 
Lord within you, be you faithful and keep in the bounds and li- 
mits of the pure ſavoury ({pirit of Life, that ſo we may all be as 
a Family of Prophets, and as Afﬀemblies of living Miniſters from 
the higheſt ature to the iealt babe born again Immortal of the 
ſeed of God, in whom the tpirits.of the Prophets is ſubject to the 
Prophets, and every Member in the pure lite will know their ſer- 
vice in the body, the ſtrong leading the weak by the hand, and in 
all attainments of the gifts of God, denies and girts up (elf, to 
ſerve oie another in pare love, which is knownin rhe inward Man, 
the waſhing one anothers feet, and here is Chrift and bis Ditciples, 
and the Lord really known to be one and his name one, which 
binds ap in the Eceraal Unity of the Spirit and bond of peace, 
being all cloathed with the Wedding Garment,littingat the Table 
of the Lord, eating his fleſh, and drinking his blocd; fo we being
